Local Taxation in Ireland, 1900-1901. 

The local taxation of Ireland during the financial year 1900-1901, the second year 
in which the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, was in operation, may be set down 
at £3,875,285. This sum represents a decrease of £31,632 on the amount in the 
previous year, and is also less than the amount in each of the three years preceding 
that year, as will be seen by the table on page 9.* 

The rates and the items of local revenue which appear in the accounts of the local 
taxing bodies for the year 1900-1901 amounted to £4,130,994, but, as mentioned in 
the returns of local taxation issued last year, owing to difficulties incidental to the 
introduction of the new system of local administration devised by the Local Government 
Act, a very large portion of the rates in counties which appertained to the year 
1899- 1900 remained over as arrears to be collected in the following year, and these, 
with older arrears of Grand Jury Cess and Poor Rate, amounting in the whole to 
£378,216, are included in the accounts dealt with in these returns. This sum must 
therefore he deducted from the amount collected in 1900-1901, while on the other 
hand the rates outstanding at the close of the year, amounting to £122,507, must be 
added, leaving a net deduction of £255,709 to be made from the amount of the rates 
included in the county accounts of the year. 

The summary table on next page shows how much of the taxation of 1900-1901 was 
obtained from Poor Rate, from other local taxes, from tolls, &o. , and from other receipts, 
compared with the amounts received from these sources in the previous year. It will 
be seen thereby that the total Poor Rate of the year raised in the Counties, in the 
County Boroughs, and in the other Urban Districts amounted to £2,060,194, being less 
than the amount in the previous year by £166,342, that the municipal rates, and other 
rates, were greater in amount, respectively, by £1.58,543 and £1,370, and that tolls, fees, 
stamps and dues, and other receipts, were respectively less, by £10,484 and £14,719. 

It may also be added here, although it dues not appear from the table referred 
to, that the Poor Rate of 1900-1901, which, as already mentioned, is less than the amount 
in the previous year by £166,342, is also less than the combined Grand Jury Cess and 
Poor Rate of 1897 and of 1898 by sums of £200,585 and £801,881, respectively. This 
reduction is attributable to the Agricultural Grant provided by Section 48 of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, which is paid from the Local Taxation (Ireland) 
Account to County Councils subject to the undermentioned reservation, f and is 
applied in relief of rates on agricultural land. 

It will be seen hereafter that the expenditure incurred during 1900-1901 for what 
may be regarded as exclusively county purposes represents a decrease of £102,423 on 
the amount in the preceding year, and, as some of the charges under this head are of a 
temporary character, it is expected that a still further decrease both in rates and outlay 
in counties will be shown in the returns for the following year. 

The loan and revenue accounts of the counties are now kept separately, and, in 
consequence, it can easily be ascertained from year to year by how much the expendi- 
ture charged to revenue has decreased, or otherwise, but in the case of towns these 
accounts are not separated, with the manifest disadvantage that it is not possible to 
determine how much of the annual municipal expenditure is charged to loans and revenue, 
respectively. 

Efforts are being made to induce the municipal authorities to adopt the principle of 
separating these accounts, but with only limited success, as it is urged that the procedure 
would involve too much trouble. In view, however, of the great advantage attending the 
keeping of the accounts separately in counties, it is very desirable on public grounds 
that means may be devised for the introduction of this principle in the accounts of all 
local bodies.

(a) GAS, KLECTRIO LIGHT, AND WATER UNDERTAKINGS. 


Gas, and Electric Light. 


The income derived from the gas and electric light undertakings which are in the 
hands of certain town authorities is dealt with in the returns of local taxation in the 
following manner. The accounts of these undertakings are usually kept apart from the 
other accounts of the towns in question, and any profits which may have accrued on a 
year’s transactions, after providing for public lighting, are placed with miscellaneous 
receipts in aid of taxation, unless otherwise applied by the town authorities. The 
total amount of these profits included in the other receipts given above is j£6,402. 


Water. 


The receipts connected with water undertakings in the hands of local taxing 
authorities are two-fold, — those produced by poundage rates assessed on valuation, and 
those arising from sales of water, water rents, &c. The amount of the latter included 
in the other receipts of 1900-1901 is £68,590. Tlie sums produced by public and 
domestic water rates are included in the amount given as rates, but the accounts of 
these rates are not always kept separately, and therefore it is not possible to 
determine with accuracy the amount produced by each of them. It is estimated, 
however, that of the total amount of water rates appearing in the accounts of the 
year, viz., £145,553, a sum of £80,946 was for water supplied for domestic and 
other private purposes. 


(6) Bounty in lieu or rates on government property. 


The contributions paid annually since 1874 by the Treasury as bounty in lieu of 
rates on Government property to the local taxing authorities have always been 
included in other receipts, and the amount of such contributions in the local accounts 
of 1900- 1901, is £40,774, of which Town Authorities received £33,049, and County 
Authorities, £7,725. 


Grants and Payments in aid of Local Rates. 


The sums raised by local taxation in 1900-1901, amounting to £3,875,285, 
were supplemented by grants and payments from the Local Taxation (Ireland) 
Account to the extent of £1,287,606, as shown in the table on next page. O 
the receipts of local bodies, therefore, apart from loans, 75 per cent, came from loca 
sources, and 25 per cent, from Grants provided by Statute.

I.— COUNTY TAXATION. 

The area of rating for general purposes in counties is the rural district, and the poor rate 
for such district is made by the County Council, the sums raised by this^ rate mrming 
portion of the county fund from which all expenditure for county, union, and rural 
district purposes is defrayed. The amount required to meet any charge in _ connection 
with expenses for railways, harbours, sanitary works, &c,, is separately estimated and 
raised by means of a separate item of the poor rate levied on a specialty prescribed 
area, consisting of the whole, or part of, the rural d^tricb. The number ot rural 
districts is 21 3, and there were 431 other areas of taxation for the expenses m ^es- 
tion, which are known as separate charges, at the close of the year dealt with in ese.

' The rates made during the year for each rural district, and the iterns included therein 
for county at large, union, and rural district charges, as levied on agricultural land, and 
on other hereditaments, are shown in a table on pages 56 to 63. The rates for 
separate charges, in cases where the rate is levied over the whole area comprised 
in a rural district, are also given in the table, with the amount collected in each 
district during the year for general purposes, and for separate charges, and the total 
for each county. The amount collected in each county also appears with the other 
county receipts on page 20. 

The total amount collected by the County Councils during the year, exclusive of 
seed rate, was £1,845,997, the grants paid from the f^ocal Taxation (Ireland) Account, 
which appear in the County accounts, amounted to £1,198,954, and the total receipts, 
exclusive of loans and seed rate, to £3,317.863 ; but as the payments made on demand 
for the expenditure of Boards of Guardians and Rural District Councils in pursuance of 
Section 51 (1) of the Local Government Act, were, respectively, £1,043,844 and 
£188,916, amounting to £1,232,760, there only remained as applicable to ordinary 
county expenditure a sum of £2,085,103. 

The expenditure actually incurred for what may be regarded as county purposes, 
was £1,773,065, as against £1,875,488 in the preceding year, representing a decrease 
oJ £102,423.

County Councils to Boards of Guardians, viz., £1,043,«44, it will be seen by Table IT 
of the awendices that further sums, amounting to £212,536, were paid by the Councils 
of the County Boroughs to the Guardians whose unions are partly included in these 
Boroughs. The total payments, therefore, made by the Councils during the year for 
Poor Law purposes amounted to £1,256,380, and this, with the payments to the 
Councils of Bural Districts, £138,916, gives a total of £1,445,296.* 

In like manner it will be seen that the payments to Committees of Lunatic Asylums 
hy the Councils of Counties and of County feorougbs amounted to £484,442.

II.— TOWN TAXATION. 

The number of towns at present under municipal government is one hundred 
and nineteen, constituted as follows : — under the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) 
Act, 1840, (3 & 4 Vie., cap. 108), there are eleven towns, under the Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, (17 & 18 Vic., cap. 103), there are ninety-nine 
towns, and under special local Acts nine towns. Six of the eleven towns constituted 
under’ the first named Statute, viz. : — Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Londonderry, 
and Waterford are administrative counties, called county boroughs, pursuant to section 
21 (1) of the Local Government Act. 

The six county boroughs, and eighty-five other towns, are constituted urban 
districts, and the governing bodies are the sole rating^ authorities within their 
respective iurisdietions, and have full powers of administration in relation to 
sanitary matters. They are, moreover, road authorities in their districts, and, as 
such, share in the grant provided by the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) 
Act, 1888.* They also receive recoupment of one-half the salaries paid to their 
sanitary officers in pursuance of section 58 (2) (6) of the Local Government Act. 
The twenty-eight remaining towns are subject, as regards sanitary matters, to the 
control of the councils of the rural districts in which they are respectively 
situate, — the governing bodies of these towns having no administrative powers under 
the Public Health Acts. Under section 99 of the Sousing of the Working Classes 
Act, 1890, however, they can, by adopting Part III. of the Act, obtain power to provide 
lodging houses for the working classes, and for this purpose the sections of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, which apply in the case of urban authorities, become 
applicable to them under section 1 of 59 and 60 Vic., cap. 11. 

The receipts and expenditure of such towns as had existed under municipal govern- 
ment for a year and upwards on the .31st of March, 1901, will be found summarized 
in five tables in'the appendices. A table is also given on pages 64 and 65 showing, 
for each urban district the poundage rates made for the year ended on the 31st of 
March, 1901, and the amount of poor rate collected during the year, also the latest 
population, valuation, area, &c. Similar information with respect to poundage rates, 
valuation, population, &c., in the cases of towns which are not urban districts will 
be found at page 66. 

It may be seen by these tables that the valuation of the urban districts amounts to 
£3,811,596, and of the towns which are not urban districts to £1 16,418, making atota 
of £3,928,014, which is upwards of one-fourth part of the valuation of the country as 
given on page 67. 


Beceipts and Expendituub of Town Authorities. 

The receipts of the several municipal authorities are grouped together in Part I. 
of the following table to facilitate comparison of the amounts collected by the 
different classes of town authorities, and they are divided into (l) rates for municipal 
purposes; (2) poor rates made and collected by urban councils ; (3) tolls and market 
charges, dues, and fees ; (4) from rents and other sources ; (5) from borrowed money 
and the issue of Stock; (6) from the Local Taxation Account; and (7) from taxes 
assessed by other local bodies. 

The purposes to which town rates are applied are shown in Part II. on the following 
page. 

* Urtan districts, other than county boroughs, contribute towards county at large charges, subject to 
exemptions provided for in each ease, either by local#Act, or by Order of the Local Government Board. A 
number of applications for revision of the financial relations between counties and urban districts, in pursuance 
of Section 71 of the Local Government Act of 1898, as amended by Section 3 of the Local Government Act 
of 1901, are at present under tie consideration of the Local Government Board.

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LOCAL TAXATION, POLICE RATE, &c. 


IIL— TAXATION IN DISTRICTS CHIEFLY MUNICIPAL, BUT NOT 
LEVIED BY MUNICIPAL BODIES IN SOME CASES. 

[a.) Belfast Water Rate. 

The Belfast C% and District Water Commissioners supply water to the City ot 
Belfest and certain adjacent districts, and are empowered to levy the following rates 
A domestic water rate not exceeding la. 8c?., and a public water rate equal to one- 
fourth part of the domestic rate, subject to a proviso that the latter in certain cases 
shall be only -Id. The rates assessed for the year ended the 31st of October, 1900, 
were l5. and Sc?., respectively. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Commissioners for that year are included in 
Table VI. of the Appendices for purposes of convenience, and they are summarized as 
follows : —

(6.) Rutland-squaeb Tax (Dublin). 

Under 25 Geo. 3, cap. 43 (Ireland), sections 20 and 21, the Governors of the- 
Rotunda Hospital levy a tax on the occupiers of the houses on the east, north, 
and west sides of Rutland-square for the purpose of lighting those sides of the 
square, and for keeping the railings of the enclosure in repair, — the balance being 
applied towards the maintenance of the hospital. The tax is a charge on each, 
house in the square of Is. 9c?. per foot of the frontage thereof, with a fixed - 
annual payment by the residents for each light or lamp in front of their houses. The 
receipts on account of this tax in the year ended the 31st of March, 1901 , amounted to 
£327, of which a sum of £146 was applied to purposes of lighting, leaving the balance 
available towards the maintenance of the hospital. The receipts and expenditure in 
this case are also included in Table VI. 

(c.) Taxation in aid or the cost of Police. 

Under Section 4 of the Act 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 25, a rate of 8c?. in the £ is 
assessed within the police district of Dublin Metropolis, as defined in the Act, in 
aid of the cost of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. By' section 66 (4) of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the produce of this rate, and of that mentioned in the 
following section marked (c?), are now payable, by the Council of the City of Dublin as 
regards so much of each rate as is raised in the City, and by the Council of the County 
of Dublin as regards so much as is raised outside the City. 

The amount produced by the police rate, together with the sums received from pub- 
licans’ and pedlars’ certificates, &c., which were paid over to theTreasuryfor the year ended 
the 31st of March, 1901, are given in Table VII., of which the following is a 
summary : —

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TAXATION iH CONNECTION with PORT anb DOCKS BOARD (DUBLIN) 15 

The cost ot police in Ireland is charged on Imperial funds, but there are certain 
gums produced by local taxation in addition to the foregoing which are applied in aid of 
the amounts annually voted by Parliament for the maintenance of police, as follows : — 

In any county in which a force of the Royal Irish Constabulaiy in excess of the 
allotted quota is found to be necessary, one-half the cost of such extra force is charged 
to the County Council ; and it will be seen by table I. of the Appendices that the 
sums paid for extra police in counties in the year ended the 31st of March, 1901, 
amounted to ^3,260. 

The only charge on town rates for police occurs in the county boroughs of Belfast and 
Londonderry, the charge being made for one-half the cost of an extra force, and for 
services rendered by the Constabulary in performing the duties of a night watch. The 
cost of police to those boroughs, which is regulated by Statute in each case, amounted 
in the former to £16,732, and in the latter to £1,492 for the same year. 

The charge to local rates in Ireland for the cost of police in 1901, therefore, appears 
to have amounted to £59,425, that is 4T per cent, of the total cost ; the sums 
voted by Parliament for the two branches of police service for the year ended 
in March, 1901, amounting to £1,448,558, viz., £96,150 for the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police,, and £1,352,408 for the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

(d) Taxation in connection with the Port and Docks Board, Dublin. 

It is enacted by the Statute 17 Vic., cap. 22, that the cost of preserving and 
repairing certain quay walls and bridges in. the city of Dahlia shall be provided by a 
tax to be levied within the police district of the Metropolis, and by a further Statute, 
39 and 40 Vic., cap. Ixxxv., that the repayment of a loan obtained thereunder for the 
erection and maintenance of two bridges over the River Liffey shall be effected 
by means of a “ bridge rate " to be levied upon the “ bridge area ” as therein defined. 
It is iirovided by the latter Act that the bridge rate shall cease to be imposed when the 
loan obtained for the erection of the bridges referred to shall have been discharged, and 
that thenceforward the provisions of the first named Act, as above mentioned, shall 
apply in regard to their maintenance. This rate for 1901 was \d. in the pound on 
valuation, and the lodgments made in respect thereof to tlie credit of the Port and 
Docks Board during the year by the Councils of the County and County Borough 
of Dublin amounted to £4,307, as may be seen by Table VIIL of the Appendices. 

The loan obtained for the erection of the two bridges amounted to £118,765, of 
which there had been repaid at the end of 1900 a sum of £103,686. 


IV.— RECEIPTS OF BURIAL BOARDS. 

Under section 160 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and sections 29 and 
33 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the Councils of Urban and Rural 
Districts are the burial boards for their respective districts. 

There are also eight* joint burial boards established under Section 12 of the first 
named Statute, the accounts of six of these bodies being summarized in Table XIII. of 
the Appendices. 

The receipts of urban burial boards, and of rural burial boards, are included, respec- 
tively, in the town returns given herein, and in the miscellaneous local receipts in- 
cluded in the rural district fund, appearing on page 6, The fees and other receipts, 
■of joint burial boards, and of rural burial boards during the year were as follows : —

DUTY, &c. 

This species of taxation is applied to the remuneration of officers of local courts, and 
in some instances is applied in aid of county and town rates, as shown hereafter. 

As regards xhe officers styled Clerks of the Peace and Clerks of the Crown, whose 
salaries are charged on local rates, it should be stated that during the year dealt with 
in these Returns there were only 12 of each, the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) 
Act, 1877, having made provision for the uniting of these two offices by His Excellency, 
the Lord Lieutenant, when a vacancy occurs in either, and for the appointment to the 
united office of a person to be styled Clerk of the Crown and Peace, whose salary is 
paid out of funds provided by Parliament.
